Alameda 
county. in company with Walkerez,. who 
claimed ta de her husband, was the witness 
of a brutal murder. Mrs. Leroy, an aged 
woman, was sitting at the table, after the 
three had dined together. Before Mrs. Leroy 


lay $35 in go:d and three rings. Walkeres, wh... 
had been apparently very nervous during the 
dimmer, got up. and after walking up ani! 
down the room for some time, went out into 
an adjoining apartment, where a tool box was 
kept. He then came back. and stealing up 
behind Mrs. Leroy. struck her a savage blow 
over the head. The woman did not scream. 
but simply gasped and slid from her chair 
to the floor. -Walkerez seized her by the 
throat, and attempted to strangle her, but for 
the was driven off by the Ross wom- 
an, who claims that she made frantic efforts 
to eave the aged victim. He, however, re- 


placed it d Mre. Leroy’s neck and choke!

The largest nun.- 
ber of people gathered in any one place 
was met at Seattle, where he delivered 
three addresses, was taken for foar 
carriage drives through streets packed 
with surging crowds, and spent an en- 
tire Sunday, with the exception of ihe 
morning church hour, at his rooms ai 
the Washington, or in horseback riding 
around the city. 

At the Tacoma banquet the matter 
of his renomination was brought up, 
and he is reported to have said: “Yes, 
I am frank to say that I would feel 
very highly honored to receive the 
nomination for President next year. 
Put while I am occupying the Presi- 
dent's chair I propose to be the Presi- 
dent. I would much rather be a whole 
President for three and a half years 
than be a half President for seven and 
a half years.” 

Both factions of the Republican party 
in Washington were represented at 
each of these banquets, somewhat in 
violation of the original intention of 
the Senators who planned them ap- 
parently with the purpose of leaving 
out Gov. McBride, who is the recog- 
nized leader of the radical element. 
Gov. McBride represents what is com- 
monly called the “anti-railroad” fac- 
tion of the Republican party, while 
both Senators Foster and Ankeny be- 
long to the opposing faction. At the 
Tacoma banquet the conversation 
turned upon the subject of fidelity to 
party platforms—a subject which has 
an important bearing upon the local 
conditions, since the pro-railroad fac- 
tion of the party, through its control 
of the recent State Legislature, re- 
fused to carry out the plank of the 
last State Republican platform, de- 
claring in favor of an appointive rail- 
road commission. 

In the course of the conversation 
Gov. McBride expressed it as his opin- 
ion that a man elected upon a platform 
should endeavor to faithfully carry out 
the promises of that platform. Benja- 
min 8. Grosscup, attorney for the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, who was 
active in the defeat of the proposed 
commission bill, expressed the opinion 
that it depended upon whether the man 
elected believed that the platform was 
sound in its policies, and expressed the 
wishes of his constituents, The Presi- 
dent expressed emphatically the same 
view as that taken by the Governor. 
It is extremely probable that this con- 
versation, or purported version of it, 
will figure largely in the coming fac- 
tional fight for the control of the Re- 
publican party in Washington. 

For several weeks before the Presi- 
dent arrived in the State the Recep- 
tion committees of Tacoma and Seat- 
tle had been engaged in a very spir- 
ited altereation concerning the pro- 
posed itinerary. The Seattle commit- 
tee insisted on taking a steamer to 
Tacoma to receive and take charge of 
him there, and this programme was 
urged upon the President by Congress- 
man Humphrey. On the contrary, the 
Tacoma ccmmittee insisted on taking 
him on a steamer ride to the Puget 
Sound Navy Yard at Bremerton, and 
later delivering him to the Seattle 
committee at the dock in Seattle. In 
the end this programme prevailed, the 
President's secretary authorizing Sen- 
ator Poster to arrange the itinerary to 
the end. But in order to administer a 
rebuke to the Tacoma committee, the 
Seattle pecple organized a fleet of 
ocean and sound steamers—some thirty 
in number—and went down the sound 
to meet the President as he ap- 
proached, and to acccmpany him to 
—_— city. Later the President was 
taken on board the same steamer for 
a ride to Everett. this time as the 
guest of the Seattle committee. 

So far as bing afforded an opportun- 
ity tg meet the President was con- 
cerned, however, both committees had 
nothing for their pains but their tri- 
umph. Frem the time he went on 
board the steamer on each trip until 
the time for him to go ashore, he 
stayed away from the crowds, remain- 
ing either in his room reading or 
resting, or on the bridge wi Capt. 
Norman Nicholson. viewing t sur- 
rounding mountain scenery, or con- 
versing with him about the extent and 
nature of Puget Sound ‘and the early 
history of the Pacific Northwest. 
Capt. Nicholson afterward expressed 
himself as astonished at the extent 
of the President's intricate detailed 
knowledge of the harbors on Puget 
Sound—a knowledge which. in view of 


the fact that this is his first visit to 


this portion of the counry, must hare 
involved many hours of special study 
and reading. 

These trips on Puget Sound were 
made on the new excursion steamer 
Spokane, of the Pacific Coast. Steim- 
hip Company's fest. a steamer con- 
etructed last year for the Alaska ex- 
eursion traffic and capable of affording 
first-cliss accommodations of a high 
charecter to 200 persons. On each of 
ths Sound trips the President was ar. 
rompantied, by some 159 guests. inctug- 
ing membesr of the al committees 
and prominent officials and citizens, 
‘nd from the rigging of the vessel for 
the first time in the history of en 
country, the President's flag 
ebove a merchant steamer.

As is his customs on his tours, the 
President was very carefully guarded 
while in Washington by officers of the 
Secret Service. Four officers were wth 
him constantly as members of his party 
while from two to half a dozen pre- 
ceded him to each place visited to 
make the specail arrangements for his 
appearance and protection. In but few 
instanees while h ewas in the State 
did he permit his natural enthusiasm 
to cause him to run away from these 
guardians. One such occasion was that 


in Seattle, nday, when he went 
horseback pccompanted only by 


Dr. Rixey and Cdl. George B. Lamp- 
ing of the National Guard. 

Another was the occasion of the lay- 
ing of the corner-stone of the new 
Masonic Temple in Tacoma. The 
stone was to be laid by Master Mason 
John Arthur, but the President's re- 
ception was tendered near by, and at 
the close of the latter’s address, Ar- 
thur asked him to assist in the cere- 
monies. With unexpected promptness 
the President accepted the invitation, 
jumped down over the front railing 
of the grand stand, and, seizing a 
trowel, began shoveiing the mortar 
into place on the lower stone. ‘There- 
upon there arose from those im- 


mediately around him a burst of good- 


natured laughter. The President hesi- 
tated for a moment, and, looking up, 
. “What is the matter?“ 

“Nothing,” replied Mr. Arthur, ex- 
cept that you are using the wrong 
side of the trowel.” | 

“Oh, is that all?“ replied the Presi- 
dent, laughing. “Then turf it 
over.”

PARIS, June 4—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Rostand is the hero of the 
day. For the first time in the history 
of the French Academy an initiation 
of a new young Academician puts in the 
background all the other more practical 
interests of the hour, Pont Des Arts, 
was crowded with a patient concourse 
this morning waiting to see the young 
dramatist pass beneath the cupola. 

Rostand’s speech was a florid prose 
eulogy on his predecessor Vicomte 
Henri de Bornier.

Nor did they find these high rates 
abeorbed by equally higher cost of 
living. Food is as cheap, rent higher, 
rates lower, and although the man in 
‘America lives better, he has a greater 
margin. The fact that, although such 
high wages are paid, the relative cost 
of labor is lower to the American than 
to the British employer, is attributed 
by the commissioners mainly to the 
more skiliful arrangement of American 
work shops, the greater use of appil- 
@fices, and the greater capacity of 
those at the head. In short, their idea 
ip that it is not the British workman 
but the British employer who needs 
to go to school in America. “The 
Eoglish worker has nothing to learn 
from America, but the employer has a 
lot.” says W. Steadman. Others say 
the same. 

Many of the delegates emphasize the 
much greater attention pald on this 
side to the sanitation and comfort of 
the work shops. They quote American 
employers as saying that the average 
English workingman can work any- 
where with equal results, if he is given 
equal facilities. At the same time, the 
commissioners virtually admit that the 
American workingman does work 
Harder than the Enelishman. They 
give the American workingman credit

for greater sobriety, and for freedom 
from the gambling fever, which pre- 
vails so largely in England, in the 
shape of betting on horse races. One 
of the few criticisms made on Amer- 
ican work is that there is less care 
in the finishing. In shipbuilding, ong 
of the commissioners declares“ that 
Americans possess nothing that can 
approach them, nor are they likely to 
be able to do so soon. 

Altogether, this report is highly 
flattering to American pride. If the 
labor unions will refrain from doing 
the deadly work they have done in 
England, there is little doubt that be- 
fore long the United States will be the 
unrivaled and unquestioned ruler of 
the’ commercial world. 


GOOD LAW. : 

Congress, at its last session, en- 
acted a law governing naturalization, 
which went into effect on Wednesday; 
June 3. It provides, briefly, that every 
applicant for the privileges of citizen- 


ship shall be required, before obtain- | 


ing his papers, to forswear all an- 
archistic beliefs, tendencies and con- 
nections. In order to secure papers 
of naturalization, foreigners must 
hereafter make affidavit to the effect 
that they have no leanings toward 
political or personal views in conflict 
with organized forms of government. 
The oath must further declare that the 
applicant is not in any way in sym- 
pathy with those individuals who seek 
to rid the country of what they re- 
gard as political evils by killing of- 
ficiais of the government. 3 

This is a righteous law. It ought to 
have been enacted years ago. It will 
serve to debar from the privileges of 
American citizenship many persons 
who are unworthy of those privileges. 
If enforced, this law will make it im- 
possible for any foreign anarchist to 
become a naturalized citizen of the 
United States.

FILIPINO LINOTYPE OPERATORS. 


[From Justica, Manila, April 18, 
1903:] The Manila Cablenews of last 
Monday morning printed the portraits 
of two Filipino boys who are learning 
to operate its linotype machines, and 
this is what it has to say about them: 

“The subjects of the cuts published 
herewith are two the Cablenews’ 
staff of Filipino linotype operators. 
Their names are Louis Albay and José 
Ortis. The former is a native of Ma- 
nila and was born in Santa Cruz. He 
is 19 years old. He first began work 
on the linotype last November, and at 
the present time sets seven and a half 
columns of unleaded matter in — — 
point in an eight-hour shift. is p 
is good. José Ortis has an equally 
good record. He is 21 years of age, and 
has been operating a linotype machine 
for less than four months. In this time 
he has gained speed rapidly, and is now 
able to turn out from six to seven col- 
umns in a night. 

“Two other apprentices are Anacleto 
Tilansic and Pedro Martinez. The two 
last named have been operating the 
linotype for barely two months, and 


are now able to set on an average four 


columns each in an eight-hour day. 

The record of these young men is re- 
garded as being little short of remark- 
able. When the linotype machines 
were first brought to the Philippines by 
the Cablenews it was not regarded as 
possible to teach Filipinos to operate 
them. The insular government had 
brought out four machines a short time 
before, but all were operated by skilled 
American operators. 

“No one taught the Cablenews boys 
to use the machines. They t 
themselves. None of the four had ever 
seen a linotype six months ago. 

“Another fact worthy of mention in 
view of the criticism which hag been 
heaped upon the Filipino as a skilled 
laborer is that these operators have 
never failed to appear at the appointed 
time and have worked day after day, 
including Christmas day, Risal day and 
Good Friday. It gives the Cablenews 
great pleasure to able to publish 
these simple facts from which those 
who are interested in the Filipino race 
may perhaps learn something to their 
advantage.”

Water Supply of Southern California. 


An exhaustive study of the water 
supply available for domestic use and 
for irrigation in Southern California 
has been begun by the United States 
Geological Survey, under the direction 
of Mr. Homer Hamlin. All available 
information regarding wells, discharge 
of streams, rainfall and other sources 
of water supply, is being collected and 
tabulated. This hydrographic data will 
be placed upon topographic maps. 
which will then show, in addition to 
the surface contours, the contours and 
slope of the water plane over areas 
where the water supply is of economic 
importance. These maps and the tables 
prepared will show the source of the 
underground water and the direction in 
which it moves. A careful series of 
measurements to determine the velocity 
of the flow of underground water 
through gravels and sands is being 
carried on at Huron street, Loe Ange- 
les, at the outlet of the Gan Fernando 
Valley. Successful measurements have 
been made at bed rock 100 feet below 
the surface.

If the allegations contained ma com- 
plaint in which two unexpected arrests 
were made yesterday are true, the 
Pinkerton men stationed in Los Ange- 
les put a stop to another get-rich-quick 
scheme, and placed behind the bars 
parties who have been profiting by a gi- 
gantic swindle, in which more than 
$40,000 is said to be involved. 

The men arrested yesterday are Henry 
Christie, president of the National Con- 
struction Company, and A. J. Taylor, 
secretary of the same concern. They 
are charged with obtaining money by 
false pretenses, and after having been 
released on bail after the first arrest. 
they were taken into custody last night 
on a second warrant for the same 
charge. It is ysaid there are at least 
twelve addti complaints against 
them, and that as fast as they give bail 
on one complaint they will be arrest 
on another. Being unable Ao give bond 
on the second aeg, they were 
obliged to spend the night in jail. 


+ Theq@mame of R. F. Masterson is also 


mentioned in the warrants, but some 
time ago he left the city and the offi- 
cers have been unable to find him. Half 
a score of detectives are looking for 
him. In his absence the other two de- 
fendants assert that he alone is respon-

The Nationa] Construction Company 
is one of these concerns which offers to 
build, say, a workingman a home on 
installments; it bulids the house and 
the customer pays for it as he can, be- 
ing, of course, charged a high rate ot 
interest. The complainant in the cates 
against the accused is e Continental! 
Eullding and Loan A lation of San 
Francisco, which has offices all over 
the State, and of which the missing 
Masterson was the Los Angeles rep- 
resentative. 

In the complaint on which the first 
warrant was issued it is alleged tha. 
the accused by collusion secured from 
the building and loan association 
on property which is not worth $1500 
by representing it to be worth the 
amount advanced upon it. Accordmg 
to the Pinkerton detectives who have 


been porking on the case, the plan oi 
ope on of the accused was about as 
follows: 


When an application for a loan is 
made to the Continental Building aiid 
Loan Association, it is customary for 
that concern to have the value of ine 
property passed upon by a board vi 
appraisers. Acting under the direc- 
tions of Masterson, it is alleged that 
Christie, Taylor, C. H. Tate of Ta- 
dena and another man formed them- 
selves into such a board of appraisers 
and represented to the original asse 
tion that certain property was wort! 
far more than its real value. 

The particular case upon which the 
first complaint is based was this: The 
Continental Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation received what purported to be 
an application for a loan from G. G. 
Rowan. He owned certain propery 
on Union avenue and according to the 
application it was worth $3000. He 
asked for $289, and the app'ication was 
sent to Masterson for appraisemeni. 
In truth, Rowan never asked for ilie 
money (according to the statements of 
the prosecutors) and knew nothilig 
about it. The property in question 
consisted of a lot which had been pur- 
chased for $800 and a house for 3309 
and improvements worth probably 3200 
more. The board of appraisement re- 


ported to the company that it was a 


good risk and the money asked for, 
$2890, was advanced. It is alleged that 
the check was sent to Masterson, and 
when it was paid in bank it bore the 
indorsement of the National Construc- 
tion Company by one of its officers, 
and also bore what purported to be the 
indorsement of Rowan. The truth was 
that Rowan knew nothing about the 
matter and never saw the check. It was 
therefore evident that forgery had been 
committed by some person, but just 
who it is not yet known. That may 
later be made the basis of further 
criminal prosecution.

Masterson's part 
in the scheme was to recommend par- 
tles asking for loans, and as he is a 
man of good repute and whose integ- 
rity had been heretofore unchallenged, 
his recommendations were accepted 
without question. When arrested. 
Taylor and Christie were eager to set- 
tle the matter and made liberal o 
in order to escape punishment for their 
crime, but the Building and Loan As- 
sociation refused to compound a felony 
and the law is to be allowed to take its 
course.

The new rifle for the army. which 
to be of universal pattern. and used by 
all branches of the military service, 
has not yet passed entirely out of the 
experimental stage. This staff of the 
School of Musketry at Hythe Still has 
it In hand. The difficuty about the 
great amount of recoil in the new rifle 


as compared with that at present in 


use has been practically overcome 
having resort to 8 ingenious vian of 
slightly widening t bore of the riffle 
at the muzzle end. 

At the present moment the special 
staff at Hythe which is directing the 
experiments with the new rifle is most 
concerned with perfecting its signs 
which have not been altogether satit- 
factory. For the first time in the case 
of a British service rifle an attempt hat 
been made to use a “bead” sight 
the forepart. This, as its name ime 
plies, is a tiny bead of steel, which 
is held in position on a small stanchion 
of the same metal. The Small Arms®

“Industrious work was commenced, 
and almost every foot of the right of 
way was obtained, and a trustee was 
appointed by the residents to act as 
intermediary with the roads. After 
several conferences with Mr. Muir of 
the Los Angeles company, that gentle- 
man agreed to build the road for the 
owners and extend his company's Main 
street line to Slauson avenue—the city 
limits. In addition, a large stretch of 
this runs through private lands that at 
no time have been for any sort 
of road whatsoever, and it is upon a 
piece of this kind that a few ties have 
been placed by the company—and not 
one stick has been laid upon any part 
of the street where title could be even 
questioned. 

“We certainly need that road. A 
large number of our children are com- 
pelied to walk or steal rides on wagons 
going two miles to school. We have 
no school of sufficient grade to send 
them to in that part of the city. We 
have no water main, and if a fire should 
occur, an engine would be of no more 
service than a watering pot. We are 
compelied to burn oil lamps, because 
we have no gas or electricity. We have 
burglaries because we have no police 
protection, and we dig cesspools be- 
cause we have no sewers. 


are cognizant of the city’s lack of 
funds, and it is now the intention of 
the people living along this so-called 
‘Moneta avenue’ to first procure street 
railroad facilities, then deed to the city 
a strip of land of uniform width 
throughout to Slausan avenue, improve 
the same as soon as possible, get a 
water main and a fire company and 
such other improvements as will not 
only put them in line with other sec- 
tions of the town, but\which will in- 
crease values enough out our way to 
provide a little bigger revenue for the 
city treasury.

Those Wretched Streets. 

LOS ANGELES, June 4.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:}-—-The Times to- 
day gave a number of photographs 
showing the shameful condition of our 
streets, especially in the hill districts. 
This state of things is largely charge- 
able to indifference on the part of the 
City Council and political favoritism 


and dishonest expenditure of money by 


those Who are in charge of the streets. 

Political chumps are put in position 
as bosses and inepectors of public 
work whoh have no more practical 
knowledge of their duties than a year- 
ling calf, and no desire to know any- 
thing about it. 

Much of the injury done the streets 
is occasioned by careless and imperfec. 
construction of the gutters, especially 
at the intersection of cross streets. 
Anyone who cares to loo itl see thut 
the gutters gt the street ers wer: 
never made to carry the storm ate. 
They are too high and too narrow to 
hold the water and carry it in its proper 
channel. This work, done under so- 
called inspectors, is the work of. a 
lot of botches who have a pull and use 
it to rob the people. The storm water, 
forced from the sham gutters, washes 
the dirt outside of the gutters and cuts 
channels in the streets, costing hun- 
dreds of dollars to repair. 

Let anyone look at Boylston street 
for evidence of this. Here was a nice 
wide street recently made that should 
have lasted for years, had common 
sense and faithful work been done on 
the gutters. But the political skunk 
got his work in, and the result is the 


Street looks like a section of the 
“Grand Cafon.“ The street is 89 or 
100 feet wide, and yet so cut into 


forges and ravines that there is barely 
room for a buggy to pass. This same 
state of things exists on Lucas avenus. 
At this point last Summer a boss with 
eight men at $2 per day and $2 per day 
for himself. worked over a week in 
pottering over a little dead grass and 
weeds along three. blocks from First to 
Arnold street.

‘Defeated Lecal Linemen Seek

At the same ti they will be 
as sharply watched, upon the 
slightest evidence of strain t.ey will 
probably be taken out of the ship. 

The life of a gun has never been 
definitely ascertained, and this is a 
point which na val experts think 
worthy of spec study by the Navy 
Department. Before installation in 
vessels, each gun is tested at the In- 
dian Head proving grounds, five 
rounds at h pressure being fired. 
Sometimes a gun is retained at the 
proving grounds for use in firing 
shells representing a group pro- 
jectiies submitted for acceptance or 
for the trial of new-fangled inven- 
tions, one of which caused the de- 
struction of a 12-inch gun several 
years ago.

HRIST BPISCOPAL CHURCH,

The damage is roughly 
estimated at $10,000, which is prob- 
ably covered by the insurance on the 
building and contents. 
The cause is unknown, but it is be-

No other reason can be given, for 
there were no services in the church 
last night, and it is not known that 
anyone was in the building. Small 
flames were seen issuing from the root 
over that part where the Sunday- 
achool services are held, the fire first 
being noticed about 10:45 o'clock. An 
alarm was at once turned tn, and later 
a second alarm, and three engines re- 
sponded. 

The flames were very hard to get 
at, fur it was a “blind” fire, under the 
roof, and the department was an hour 
in getting it under control. The build- 
ing is on the northeast corner of the 
block, and extends a distance of fifty 
feet or more along Pico street toward 
Hope. It is a one-story structure, but 
the additions and alterations put upon 
it the past year or two gave it some- 
what the appearance of a minature 
castle.

FEDERAL ARM 
AROUND DEER. 


Noble Game of the West to be 
Furnished Re uges. 


Explorer Sampson Tels of Plan 
for Reserves. 


Sport, Irrigation and Forestry 
Benefiied— Repopulation 
of Antelope. 


A representative of a movement 
which f the utmost interest to west- 
ern sportsmen, and incidentally of un- 
portance to irrigationists and forest 
defenders, is working his way through 
California in the interests of the Bio- 
logical Survey of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, 

Some time ago Alden Sampon of 
New York, game preserve expert of the 
Biological Survey, passed through Los 
Angeles on his way to an inspection of 
the game conditions of the government 
forest reserves of Southern Ca!ifornia, 
with reference to the establishment 
of national game preserves within their 
boundaries in accordance wtih a bin 
passed by the Senate February 7 au- 
thorizing this innovation. ae 

Mr. Sampson has just returned to the 
city after visiting the Zaca Lake, 
Jacinto and Trabuco forest reserves, 
and has interesting points to advance 
with regard to the probabilities and 
possibilities in this region of the new 


game preserve conditions in prospect. ‘— 


The probable repopulation of sec- 


tions of Southern California with the. 


beatiful and sportive antelope, which) 
once was a familiar sight in this end 
the State, is to be one of the measures 
attempted. This animal is practically 
extinct here, but the importation of & 
small herd and its protection in a na- 
tional preserve wouid, in time, create 
a legitimate overfiow beyond the re- 
strictive limits for the pleasures of the 
chase. For this purpose ft will be neces- 
gary to annex a tract of desert land to 
one of the reserves, as the antelope 
flourishes in open country. ' 
The purpose of the new game meas- 
ure is not to make legitimate hunting 
prohibitive in game regions, or to an- 
tagonize sportsmen in any way, but

hunting that is proper sport, not 
unreasonable extermination. 

“Deer is the principal game to be 
reckoned with in Southern California,” 
said the game oes yesterday. The 
mountain sheep of the region are con- 
fined to the desert slopes, where they 
are so difficult of access that the spe- 
cies is not in danger. While the deer 
of this country have more of a chance 
to survive the huntsman because of 
the chaparral-covered hillsides, which 
make their escape easy in com 
with bare mountains, their extermina- 
is, 
plished by slow stages. 
killing has been somewhat checked by 
the law making it necessary to secure 
a permit for hunting on forest re- 
serves, yet the fact that 1900 hunting 
permits were issued during the past 
year for the San Gabriel and San Ber- 
nardino reserves, and 700 for the San 
Jacinto reserves, will show that over- 
hunting is stil a dangerous evil. It 
can be easily seen that this army of 
2600 huntere moving on the game of 
the region with modern firearms is 
bound to make a serious inroad on the 
herds in a single year. : 

“This movement for national game 
preserves should be of vital interest 
to all corcerned with the problem of 
irrigation, as dependent upon f 
preservation, as the greatest pertl to 
the forests of this region are the care- 
less hunters who persist in leaving 
camp fires burning. from which de- 
structive  conflagrations arise.

AT THE CITY HALL, 
ISSUE OF BONDS 
MAY YET FIND SALE. 
— 
COUNCILMEN HAVE GREAT HOPES 
OF LOCAL SYNDICATE. 


Negotiations are under way for the 
sale of the $2,189,000 issue of municipal 
bends to a local syndicate, headed by 
the foremost banking institutions of 
Los Angeles. Councilmen believe that 
the sale wiil be consummated before 
next Monday. Some very important 
steps were taken yesterday, but the 
city officiais believe that publication of 
the detaile of the proposed transaction 
might prejudice the sale, as the finan- 
cla] thermometer is very sensitive. 

An important understanding was 
reached with City Treasurer Workman 
regarding the disposition of the bond 
‘moneys which will do much to. facill- 
tate the sale. It has been agreed that 
in the event of a sale to local banking 
tetitutions the money received for the 
bends shall be permitted to lie in the 


‘geveral banks until used, and that 


money to defray construction shall be 
withdrawn pro rata from all the banks 
that join the syndicate. In this way 
the local financial institutions will not 
‘only re eive the & per cent interest 
on the bonds, but likewise have the use 
of the n.oney for a considerable period. 

Before this proposition could de 
breached to the banks the consent of 
City Treasurer Workman had to be ob- 
‘tained. A committee from the Council 
waited on the City Treasurer yester- 
@ay aud obtained his consent to the 
arrangement under certain conditions. 
The banks purchasing the securities 

be obliged to give indemnity bonds 
eatisfactory to the City Treasurer's 
bondsmen. 

As is well known, the vaults in the 
City Treasurer's office are not suffi- 
clently secure to warrant the storage 
of any considerable amount of money, 
and nesrly all the city’s cash is de- 
posit: d in private banking institutions, 
which in turn give a bond protecting 
the «ity against loss. There has been 
much fecling at times over the disposi- 
tien that has been made of this money. 
¥¢ the bonds should be sold. the mone; 
woul! necessarily lie in the treasury 
for «a considerable period. The outfall 
sewer. for instance, will not be com- 

ed within less than two years from 
time work is begun. A portion of 
the bend money will necessarily lie in 
the treasury until the work is com- 
pleted. It cannot be kept in the city 
vaults. Some of the banks will derive 
the benefit of holding this money on 
deposit in any event. Councilmen be- 
eve that the equitable plan is to 
allow the money offered for the bonds 
by the several banks to lie in the fe- 
e bank vaults until called for, 
withdrawals to be made pro rata. 

In case an Eastern syndicate steps in 
and overbids the local investors. the 
money may be divided among all the 
banks or deposited in a few favored in- 
stitutions, as has been done in the past. 

However, the Councilmen are greatly 
encoureged and believe that a ready 
eale will be found for the bonds. City 
Werk Lelande expects to receive some 
bids from Eastern houses in the delayed 
man.

Bids for Brick and Cement. 


The bids for supplying the city with 
cement and brick for the construction 
of the outfall sewer were again con- 
sidered by the Sewer Committee yes- 
terday morning. City Engineer Stafford 
was prepared to report upon the sam- 
pies submitted, but in order to permit 
of a twenty-eight day test of the ten- 
sile strength of the cement, all bids for 
that material were held over for five 
weeks. No decision was reached re- 
gerding the bide on brick. The reports 
of the City Engineer are known to fa- 
vor the bid of the California Portland 
Cement Company of $2.40 per barrel 
for cement, and the offer of C. Forrester 
to supply brick at $6.40 per thousand 
at Los Angeles or Inglewood. The bid 
of the E. B. & A. L. Stone Company 
for cement was 3 cents a barrel lower 
than that of the California Portland 
Cement Company, but the brand to be 
supplied has only been on the market 
a short time, and the City Engineer 
believes that the difference is 80 slight 
that a well-known and tried brand 
should be preferred. Lower bida for 
brick were submitted, but the tests 
showed the samples entirely unfit far 
sewer purposes. A large number of con- 
tractors and attorneys appeared before 
the committee yesterday to urge the 
merits of their materia!, and Attorney 
Walter Bacon reiterated the protest 
made last week in the name of the Mas- 
ter Builders’ Association against the 
purchase of the material directly by the 
city.

FINDING MORE TROUBLE. 


PRINTERS’ ORGANIZATION TO AID 
STRIKING PRESSMEN. 


Desperate Attempt to Force Job 
Printers to Take Back Strikers Who 
Foolishly Threw up Their Jobs—Em- 
ployers Prepared for the New Out- 
break. 


_Typographical Union No. 174. whose 
members have been heavily taxed for 
lo, these many years in order to keep 
up a futile boycott against The Times. 
has cut ow more trouble for its un- 
fortunate dupes. The meddiesome 
printers’ union has now espoused the 
lost cause of the striking pressmen and 
feeders who sought to tie up the job 
printing offices of the city about two 
months ago and signally failed. 

The incidents of that strike, which 
was conceived in folly and doomed to 
failure from its very inception. «re 
now almost forgotten. The employers 


lurch, almost to a man refused to treat 
with the strikers, and set about to 
resTuit new forces of independent 
workmen o run their presses. 
effort most of them were successful, 
a short time nearly all the 
printing offices were running agaln as 
smoothly as if no strike had ever 
| curred, while the strikers, the major- 
| ity of them, a“ least, have since been 
eating their bread in idleness (when 
they have been eating at all.) and 
vainly begging to be reinstated in their 
old jobs on the same conditions as ex- 
isted before «he foolish walk-out oc- 
curred. 

Emisearies of the Typographical 
Union who instigated the job press- 
men's strike, in the hope that the 
strike would in some way or other 
spread to the pressroom of The Times 
and inflict injury to the bueiress of 
this paper—a result which the malev- 
olent printers themselves have been 
unable to accomplish—have personally 
acknowledged to some of the muster 
printers that he pre «men’s strike 
was ill-advised and a fai'vre. and beg- 
ged the employers to ‘i> ares the 
new men and take back the old ones 
who struck without any provocation 
whatever. 

The hardest kind of pressure was 
broveht to bear upon “he firm of 
Wing lex. Moles & Collins to reinstaje 
the men who had most basely betray 
them. The members of this firm 
prided themseives on running an ideal 
union shop. They indulged the unions 
to which their employés belonged to 


but union men. They voluntarily es- 
tablished an eight-hour day and other- 
wise coddled the men employed on 
their presses. This kindness was re- 


pald by the most base ingratitude. A 
etrike was ordered at a time when the 
firm had many unfilled contracts

Kingsley, Moles 4 Collins were har- 
assed by pickets, who watched their 
place of business day and night and 
tried to prevent new men from taking 


the strikers’ places. But in spite oft 


these precautions, a new force was 
procured, and during the month of 
May the firm turned out the greatest 
amount of work that it has done in 
any one month since starting in busi- 
ness. 

When the utter hopelessness of the. 
strike was proven, overtures were made 
to Kingsley. Moles 4 Collins to com- 
promise with the union by taking back 
two of the strikers. This the firm 
agreed to do if they might select the 
two men to be reinstated, but the ring- 
leader of the strikers insisted on being 
one of the two, and the firm wouldn't 
have him, so only. one man, who re- 
nounced the union, was taken back, 

Kingsley, Moles 4 Collins are now 
running an “open” shop, employing 
whom they please regardiess of wheth- 
er the employé belongs to any union or 
not. Thus far they have retained their 
force of union printers, who are en- 
tirely satisfied with their jobs, and have 
no grievance against the firm. But 
Typographical Union, No. 174, to which 
these contented men belong. has now 
practically decreed that they must 
walk out. 

The defeated pressmen insisted that 
it was up to the Typographical U on. 
which alded and abetted their strike, to 
help them to get back their old jobs. 
The printers’ unlon promised to help 
them, if the sanction of the Interna- 
tional Pressmen’s and Feeders’ unions 
was obtained. A resolution to that ef- 
fect was passed at last Sunday's meet- 
ing of the Typographical Union, and 
the international sanction of the strike 
has since been received. So tonight an- 
other meeting is to be held to call out 
the union 2 employed by Kings- 
ley, Moles & Collins, unless that firm 
reinstates the striking pressmen and 
feeders. Notice to this effect has been 
served on the firm, but the strikers will 
not be reinstated. 

“We have notified our printers that 
if they obey the order to walk out we 
will never employ another union man 
in our shop.“ said Mr. Kingsley. We 
are prepared for a strike of this kind 
and have enough applications on hand 
from independent compositurs to more 
tBan fill all our cases. We can have a 
complete force of first-class printers 
within a few days after the threatened 
walk-out, and if our present printers 
see fit to quit, they need not expect to 
be reémployed as long as they belong 
to the Typographical Union. We will 
make this a strictly non-union shop if 
we afe pushed too far, and will close 
our doors for keeps before ever we yield 
to union dictation.” 

“We are fully prepared for the threat- 
ened call-out,” said Mr. Moles, another 
member of the firm, “and if the men 
obey the call, it will not cripple us as 
the pressmen's strike did at the start. 
I hardly think our printers will quit, 
however. Most of them have been with 
us a long time, and they acknowledge 
fair treatment. They have no griev- 
ance and cannot see the philosophy of 
giving up their good jobs to heip an 
unjust and hopeless cause. I am badly 
mistaken if some of our printers will 
nat renounce the union rather than 
obey an order to join in a strike which 
is so much against their own interests 
and better judgment.” 

Several of the other job offices will 
also be affected by a sympathetic 
strike to aid the beaten pressmen, but 
practically all have enough non-union 
printers engaged to promptly all the 
strikers’ places, and thus Typographical 
Union No. 174 will have added one more 
to its long list of defeats.

1 remember one 
day last summer when I was explor- 
ing around and getting samples of the 
outcropping rock, I met a she-grizzly 
and her two cubs. I was willing to 
leave her alone, if she would do the 
same by me. I was not making a 
collection of bears. So I went along 
a ravine in a direction, as supposed, 
away from Mrs. Bear. Suddenly f 
looked up, and, to my infinite sur- 
prise, saw her looking at me over a 
little ledge not fifty feet away. I 
have seen grizzlies in the zoological 
gardens—a good many of them—but I 
give you my word that I never saw 
one that looked so big. She seemed 
to loom above me like a precipice. I 
grabbed my li*tle 38-caliber repeating 
pistol and awaited her pleasure. I did 
not want a fight and she was 
similarly minded. And fortunately 
she was. With a scornful snort she 
threw her head in the air, and, call- 
ing her cubs, bade me good day. I 
pursued—my geological investigations 
eleewhere. 

CANOEING INCIDENT. 

Candeing among qficksands is a di- 
verting feature of a geologist's expe- 
rience in Alaska. We had some of that 
in dragging our boats up the swift 
waters of the White River, before 
crossing the divide to the headwaters 
of the Tanana. You will be wading 
along peacefully dragging your canoe, 
when suddenly you feel your fee sink- 
ing In the mud and sand. Then there 
is nothing for it but to throw your- 
self into the canoe and drag yourself 
out. There are interesting episodes, 
too. in going down stream. The ca- 
noes are very light and frail, and 
when they. strike a rock it is pretty 
sure to punch a hole in the bottom. 
Then you must stop and mend it be- 
fore you can Sometimes it 
is best for one man to pull, ike a ca- 
nal boat horse, along the bank, while 
the other s in the stern and steers. 
I surprised my partner one day when 
we were thus occupied. I was steer- 
ing and he was pulling. Suddenly we 
ran on a rock, and, to save the boat, 
I jumped. As it hapened, the water 
was deep where I went in, and, instead 
of landing on my feet, I went down 
and down. 1 took me quite a little 
while to get to the top and clutch the 
boat. I was on the far side, and as I 
peered over the edge I beheld an ex- 
pression of surprise and bewilderment 
on my partner’s face such as I will 
never forget. He had not heard me go 
over, and when he looked around and 
saw only an empty canoe and no 
signs of me he was u*terly perplexed. 
There were no woods on the bank, and 
he su the ier to be shallow. 
I had n there when he looked last, 
and then he looked and I was gone. 

There are many incidents on these 
exploration trips. Even accidents are 
clasered as incidents. A little thing 
ike a sprained ankle or a fall becomes 
an incident to the seasoned campaign- 
er. But on the whole, they are rather

The total number of Jews in the 
world is estimated by the American 
Jeeish Year Book at about 10,000,000, 
of whom more than one-half are in 
Russia. Of the remainder about two- 
thirds are in the United States and 
Austria-Hungary. In all Germany, de- 
cause of its anti-Semitic agitation, 
there are not so many Jews as there 
are in the city of New York alone. In 
the whole British empire there are not 


one-half as many. 
In the period since 1882 the Jewish

from Russia, because of the policy of 
proscription against the Jews then 
introduced in that country. Another 
very great source of this immigration 
has been Austria-Hungary, and from 
both it is now coming in larger vol- 
ume than ever. Undoubtedly, too, the 
Kishinef outrages wil! tend to in- 
crease this flood, both from Russia 
and from Eastern Burope generally, 
so that the United States, already 
second only to that empire in the num- 
ber of its Jewish population, promises 
rapidly to attain to the first place. 
Already the greatest Jewish com- 
munity. in the world the greatest ever 
gathered together since the dispersion, 
ic now in New York—more than 600.

DEMAND TEN HOURS’ PAY FOR 
EIGHT HOURS’ WORK. 
Company Being Organized to Develop 
San Diego Lithia Deposits—Move- 
ments in Mexico—Gold Find in Bisbee 
Market. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


PHOENIX (Arts.) June 4—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Twenty-five hundred 
miners, mainly Mexicans, have struck 
in the Clifton district of Southeastern 
Arizona, and this strike has thrown a 
thousand smelter and concentrator 
men out of employment. The demand 
is for ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ 
work. The last Arizona Legislature, at 
the demand of the Miners’ Union, en- 
acted A law, taking effect June 1, mak- 
ing eight hours a day's work, in un- 
derground mines. The Clifton district 
mine owners, mainly the Arizona, De- 
troit and Shannon Copper companies, 
offer nine hours’ pay for eight hours’ 
work. The Shannon company offered 
to make no discount whatever in pay, 
but all other offers were turned down 
by the workingmen. President Colquo- 
houn of the Arizona Company and 
President Douglas of the Detroit are 
respectively in Clifton and Morenci. 
Last Saturday they formulated a let- 
ter to the miners and the public, telling 
9 in as much as thirty tons of the 
local ore is required to make a ton of 
copper, costs could hardly be increased 
in the district. A few contract men 
and leasers stayed with their work on 
the Coronado mines, but were forced 
out by the strikers. About a hundred 
men are working on the Standard and 
New England mines, which have 
granted the raise demanded.

STRANGE ACCIDENT ON SANTA 
MONICA LINE YESTERDAY. 


Locomotive Struck a Tank Wagon 
Laden With Distillate and Liquid 
Instantly Flashed Into Flames. 
Engineer Milsap Hurt—Three Horses 
Killed. 


SANTA MONICA, June 4.—The 


Southern Pacific train from Los An- 


eles, due here at 2:06 p.m., passed 
through fire of its own making that 
burned the hair and faces of the en- 
gineer and fireman, and caused a 
great scorching of the locomotive and 
Three horses were killed and

En- 
gineer Milsap, whose home is in Pasa- 
dena, was not s6 fortunate. He struck 
so that both ankles were turned and 
sprained so badly that he will prob- 


weeks. Milsap was also burned about 
the face. His eyelashes were almost 
completely burned off and his hair was 
much singed. 

All this happened within a few sec- 
onds. Meantime, the train, under the 
retarding effect of the air brakes, kep. 
moving until the locomotive and the 
two coaches had passed the mass of 
flame. So intense was the heat that 
the coaches were much damaged ex- 
ternally. 4 

The heat seemed to penetrate the 
glass of the car windows, and as the 
last coach, then under slow speed. 
moved by the fire, the awe-inspiring 
and mys‘erious spectacle produced 
considerable fright among the passen- 


ere. 

Collis H. Sammits. a nephew of the 
late Collis P. Huntington, was one of 
the passengers. When he felt the 
grind of the brakes he started to open 
a window to see what was the mar- 
ter, but he abandoned that move just 
in time to escape a furious blistering 
from the burning distillate. 

Young Spades, the driver of the oll 
rig, either jumped or was thrown 80 
he escaped the fire. He seemed to he 
unhurt. but when he had been taken to 
Santa Monica, he became unconscious. 
A physician examined him and pro- 
nounced him uninjured excent for the 
severe shock he had receive... Two of 
the four horses attached to the wagon 
were killed ou*right. A third broke 
loose and escaped. The fourth was ap- 
parently not injured by the collisſon, 
but was held by its harness so close 
to the flames that a greu portion of 
the hair was burned from It. Seeing 
the pitiable plight of the animal, 
some one ran with a knife and cut it 
loose from the wagon. The horse was 
so severely hurt that its misery was 
ended with a bullet.
